pie Generally Suppose. 
P icture irame*5 are a far more ex­ 
pensive part of the mechanical outfit 
of an ariist than most people realize. 
This is particulariy true 
in 
those 
cases wTiere artists have their frames 
made from designs of their owm, or ac­ 
cording to any plan at all different 
from the converitioiial gilt creation, 
hundreds of yards of which hang in 
every picture gallery. 


T he foundation of almost all m od­ 
ern frames is w’ood,upoii wfiich the or- 
muuciilation, either of papier-mache 
or of plaster, is ajiplied. T h e gilding 
and polishing amJ toning down to the 
distinct shade are not done until the 
ornamentation has been put in place. 
T he men who design these frames, al­ 
though in general 
they copy 
old 
models very closely, are skilled men, 
who command such good 
pay th a t 
ihey are not regularly employed by 
the frame makers, but only called in 
from time to tim e w'hen newr designs 
are needed. 
The great proportion, 
probably four-iifihs, 
of the frames 
used in this country are made here, 
for the imported ones do not stand 
the change of climate well. 
Tliey 
tend to warp and crack, and tlie or­ 
nam entation breaks off. 
Most of the 
workmen wdio make these frames are 
also Americans, as are those who wmrk 
on tlie carved-wood frames, wTiichare 
occasionally ordered, even 
in these 
days. 
One of these modern frames, 
w'ell taken care of and repaired from 
time to time, will last from 50

years; but the old-ifashior.cd carxid 
wood have lasted three and four times 
th a t period.

Remarkable Surgical Operation Up­ 
on a Negro.

E li Daniels, a convalescent C ity 
hospital patient, bears in the w all 
of his heart tw o silk sutures, which 
human hands deftly placed there to 
close a cut 
by a common 
clasp 
knife, says the S t. Louis Republic. 
T o these tiny threads, and to the 
skill of the surgeon who stitched 
them into the most delicate 
organ 
of the body, Daniels undoubtedly 
owes his life. 
H is recovery is regarded as prac­ 
tically certain. 
H e has no sensa­ 
tion to indicate that his heart has 
been impaired, just as if it were a 
bag or a sack. 
“ It works just 
like it 
aw ays 
did ,” says he. 
The records of his 
pulse, taken regularly at the hospi­ 
tal, show that It does “ w ork” per­ 
fectly. 
O n ly less remarkable, is the fact 
that, to stitch the 
heart 
in 
this 
manner, a hole 2^ inches wide and 
3 inches long had to be cut into the 
chest, 
involving the resection of 
tw o ribs. 
This wound has healed

have 
unitd so that they are as strong as 
before.

fourth ( colored) infantry, who for 
more than tw o years has been lead­ 
ing Filipinos against the Am erican 
troops, says a M anila dispatch of 
the 8th inst. 
The 
native 
scouts 
decapitated 
their 
prisoner. 
The 
m an’s head, however, was recog­ 
nized as that of F agin ’s. 
T h ey also fecured his 
commis 
sion in the insurgent army, Fagin 
had on one of his fingers the class 
ring of 
Lieutenant Frederick W . 
Altslaetter, of the engineers, w ho 
was captured by Fillipinos, 
eup- 
posably under the command of F a ­ 
gin himself, October 28, 1900. F a ­ 
gin has been reported 
killed 
on 
several occasions. 
The authorities 
are satisfied that former statements 
of his death were erroneous and 
that he has now been killed. 
A military commission has sen­ 
tenced the Filipino general, Isidore 
Torres, to be hanged, after finding 
him guilty of ordering the assassi­ 
nation of Corporal Fieldiier, of the

infantry, 
at 
Malolos, 
province of Buluacan, last O cto­ 
ber.
